Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants argue that acrylarriide is only a monomeric component of 
the curable resin, not a monomer present in the prepolymer or oligomer, and point to translation of JP 132097, page 6, 
inquiring the support for the presence of acrylamide in the prepolymer or oligomer. The Examiner notes that JP '097 
translation is provided as evidence, the basis of rejection is the partial translation provided by the IDS filed 2/3/2004, in 
which JP '097 teaches "... prepolymer or oligomer having an ethylene unsaturated bond in a molecule ... Examples of 
monomer include ... acrylamide Since acrylamide inherently contains an ethylene unsaturated bond, the 
Examiner asserts that JP *097 teaches acrylamide as a suitable monomer for forming the prepolymer or oligomer. 
Applicants may wish to submit an explanation why such an interpretation is in error. Applicants also argue the 
hydroxyalkylacrylate taught by Mori reference is necessarily reacted during forming the urethane acrylate, and there is 
no free hydroxyl group of instant invention. The Examiner agrees to reconsider Mori's teaching.
